The statement was called forth by 


"misleading statements appearing in 
sonif; of the afternoon papers" to the 
effect that the work oE the secret ser- 
vice has not been hampered and that 
ihe investigation of cases aside from 
tlie deieeUon of counterfeiters 
and 


th-: protection of the president has not 
hoeji 
circumscribed 
by 
restrictive 


legislation at the last session of con- 
gress. 


Tno compiete test.of the statement 


is i.j3 fellows: 


"At no tiise has the president or 


any administrative officer claimed that 
the restrictive legislation of the last 
session affected the secret service 
div::-.ic:i of. the treasury department 
in th-j matter of suppressing coun- 
terfeiting or protecting the president. 


"As a matter of fact, the limitation 


did not apply in the slightest degree 
to the normal functions of that ser- 
vice, and the claim that the secret 
service was not hampered in looking 
after counterfeiters is admitted; but 
the aKse-ilioii that the restriction was 
harmless (.0 the government's inter- 
ests is npt correct. 


"The 
effect of the limitation was 


materially to circumscribe 
the field 


of usefulness in which the trained 
a^ears of the secret service had hith- 
erto been advantageously employed. 
Under the limitation it became impos- 
sible to use these investigators in the 
class of cases in which 
they 
have 


been 
conspicuously 
successful 
for 


many years. 


"Tiie phraseology of the restrictive 


legislation is such that any person 
who was employed in or under the 
secret service division during 
10U!) 


for even so short a period as an hour 
became disqualified for promotion or 
employment in any branch, of the 
government service where either hi3 
compensation or expenses v/ould bo 
payable from any appropriation in the 
sundry civil act. 


"The limitations tied the hands of 


the secretary of 
the 
treasury 
and 


made it impossible for him to continue 
the employment of these men in any 
cases of irregularities or wrong-do- 
ing in those branches of the treasury 
department devoted to the issuing, re- 
demption and handling Of the obliga- 
tions, securities and 
coins 
of the 


government. 


"It is the contention of the execu- 


tive branch of the irovsranicnt that It 
iliouK! ho perniiUod io use the best 
means of investigating criminal cases; 
ami when legislation is enacted that 
deprives the executive branch of a 
particularly desirable and effective in- 
vestigating force, the. government's 
interests, which are the interests of 
the people, arc injured, and the only 
gainers are the evil doers who may 
therefore escape detection and pun- 
ishment.
